Response to Applicants' Amendment 

1 . The Declaration filed on November 07 th , 2006 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Annapragada et al. (U.S. Patent 6,518,174) reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 allowed over prior art of record. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After further search and consideration of Applicants' response filed on November 
07 th , 2006 (see Applicants' arguments in Pages 6-7 of the November 07 th response), it is 
determined that the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed 
subject matter of the instant application as a whole taken alone or in combination, in 
particular, prior art of record does not teach "etching the second organo silicate layer to 
define vias therein, wherein the second organosilicate layer is etched with a gas mixture 
comprising a hydrogen-containing fluorocarbon and one or more gases selected from the 
group consisting of hydrogen (H 2 ), nitrogen (N 2 ), oxygen (0 2 ), argon (Ar), and helium 
(He)", as recited in the independent claim 1 and 21 . 

Claims 2-20 and 22-24 also allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent of 
the allowed independent base claims.
